The other day TIIF. T R I B U N E printed a communication from 


Hyman Davis, a well known junk dealer of this city, calling atten- 
tion to a flagrant discrimination against Oakland in the matter of 
freights. 
What Mr. Davis says deserves the serious attention of 


our commercial bodies and business men generally. 


According to the slatemerTt printed in THE TRIBL NE, Mr. 


Davis was charged $6 a ton freight on a carload of scrap iron ship- 
ped from Grass Valley to this city. The ordinary rate between Grass 
Valley and San Francisco, for this class of freight, is stated by Mr. 
Davis to be $4.25 a ton, a difference in favor of San Francisco of 
51.75 a ton. 


This discrimination is unjust and unreasonable. 
Oakland is 


nearer to Crass Valley thati-San J-'rancisco, and the railroads can 
land freight here at le.-s cost to themselves than they can transport 
it across the bay. 


Thi> matter should be t;.ken up at once by the Chamber of Com- 


merce. The freight department of the Southern Pacific should be 
a~ked to correct this i n j u s t i i u againM. Oakland, and ifredress is not 
voluntarily granted an appc il should be made, to U«#3tate Railroad 
Commission. 
? 


However, we have little doubt :hat the discrimination will cease 


if the Chamber of Commerce will present the matter to the railroad 
officials. 


It is true that shipments of strap iron from Grass Valley are 


few and infrequent, but there is no reason why Oakland should be 
put under an unjust disadvantage for a pound of freight, no malter 
where it is shipped from. Let us demand a square deal for this city 
against any. all and everybody. 


Now that Joe Siblcy has been indicted for spending loo much 


money to get a Congressional nomination, Colonel William Kent 
should send him a message of condolence. Colonel Kent made the 
"long green" a potent reform argun ent in the Second Congressional 
District. 
Therefore he holds a p<ire and undenled certificate of 


nomination. 
If Sibley had spent liis money as a political altruist 


he would not now be in danger of going to the penitentiary.

The etl'ect in Oklahoma was to make the new 
State ovenvhelminglv Democratic, and the same result is likely to 
tallow in Arizona. 
If the initiative referendum and recall proves 


a failure the people- of Arixona can amend their constitution. If it 
works satisfactorily the demonstration will be an important one. At 
liny rate, the people- ul Ari/.ona should be left to manage their ov»n 
affairs in their o\\ n way. They have been de\ ik-d enough by the 
politicians of '.IK- eaM.

Accountant Baxter Resigns; Lack of Fire 


Protection in Annexed District Pro- 


tested b'j Delegation 


BADEN BADEN", Sept. 14.—If any- 


thing could discourage that intrepid 
apostle of air navigation, Count Zep- 
pelin, It would appear to have rjeen 
furnished today when the Zeppelin 
VI, his latest aerial invention, was 
:orn by the explosion of one of the 
three motors located in the stern gon- 
dola- 


Three of the airship's crew were 


seriously injured. 


The accident occured as the dirigi- 


ble was being slowly worked into its 
shed here. 


.CREW NEAJR DEATH. 


The defective motor had lieen opcr- 
Itig as usual -when suddenly the 
crew were \vhirlcd. from 'their posta 
in the renr gondola .is 1he> craft trem- 
blcxl and lurched. There was a sharp 
report, a Hash of flames and in a mo- 
ment the immense fabric of silk can- 
vas was aflre. 
The crew, hardly re- 


alizing what had happened, tumbled 
OTer the sides of the airship, barely 
escaping with their lives. 
The fire spread so rapidly that ths 
shed was soon destroyed. 


FIFTH SERIOCS ACCEDEVT. 


This is the fifth serious accident 


•which has befallen the Zeppelin diri- 
gibles, the histories of which hav« 
been brilliant but brief. 
The Zeppelin VI. was under charter 


of the Passenger Airahip Company, 
having replaced in the passengrer ser- 
vice the recently wrecked Deutsch- 
land. It was transferred from Freder- 
ischafen to this place, and after being 
fitted with improved propellers a nd 
other new features, made a trial trip 
August 19. It proved to be the speed- 
iest of its type, and it was announced 
that it would maintain a speed of 38 
miles an hour. 


MADE SEVERAL TRIPS. 


The dirigible was reconstructed to 
carry ten passengers and in the last 
few days, had made several trip.;. 
Many Americans were among trie ex- 
cursionists. 
Baron 
Rudolph 
Gold- 
schmidt-Rothschlld had chartered the 
airship for the use of a private party 
next Friday. 
He had agreed to pay 
J500 for the first two hours of tha 
excursion and J250 for each addition- 
al hour. 
The Zeppelin VI. will be best r«- 
membered by its notable flight from. 
Friedericshafen 
to Berlin, when it 
carried Count Zeppelin, the inventor, 
on a visit to Emperor William. 
When the Deutschland was wrecked 


the German Airship stock company, 
which had inaugurated a. pa«sengsr 
service in the vicinity of Baden Ba- 
den, chartered the Zeppelin VI. and 
advertsed that it -would make daily 
trips of one to three liours each until 
September 30, when it was expected . 
the Deutschland would again be in 


•0°The Zeppelin VI. was built in 190? 
but had since been altered and en- 
larged. 
Her navigating and operat- 


inpr machinery was contained in two 
(rondola cars, situated in the bow and
